TALKS OPEN 
FOR NEW GOLF 
COURSE SITE

Possibility of the establish­ 
ment of another golf course 
in the Torrance area was 
strengthened recently when 
the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors, on mo­ 
tion of Supervisor Burton W. 
Chace, authorized County 
Manager Arthur f. WIlLJo ne­ 
gotiate a lease purchase 
agreement for 200 acres of 
property.

The ' move authorized the 
opening of discussions for the 
lease purcha.se of a 200 acre 
site 'approximately 250 feet 
south of 180th St., between 
Main Street and Avalon Blvd., 
to the west of Torrance. The 
site is presently owned by the 
Dominguez Estates.

Lease-Purchased
Chace stated that he felt a 

30-year lease, with an option 
to purchase the -property 
within a 15-year period would 
be advantageous to the Coun­ 
ty as well as the citizens of 
the local area.

"The tremendous population 
in the area to -be served," 
said Chace' "practically guar­ 
antees that this golf course 
can be built and operated at 
no cost to the taxpayers." 

Unanimous Approval
Chace's proposal, unani­ 

mously approved by the 
Board .of Supervisors, also had 
the wholehearted • endorse­ 
ment of the County's Parks 
and Recreation Commission.
